LAND-GRAB SCHEMES. 


Member of Parliament Sees 
Difficulties Ahead. 


British Gold Brought into Play—‘‘Open 
Door” Disregarded. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE Tb THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Hon. James Boothby 
Burke Roche, member of the British 
Parilament, who is now in Washing- 
ton and who is familiar with pretty 
nearly the entire Chinese Empire, as 
well as with the policies which govern 
various European nations respecting 
the present troubles there, believes 
that the difficulties will not end with 
the relief of the Ministers at Peking. 
This belief is directly in line with the 
story told to the Times correspond- 
ent by American members of the 
American Cabinet last Saturday. To 
the Times correspondent today, Roche 
sald: 


“The knife is now going to go into 
the melon in China. The retifement 
of Admiral Seymour and all his fleet 
at a time when he is urgently wanted 
in the neighborhood of Tien-Tsin, and 
his descent in full force upon Shanghai, 
points more eloquently than words to 
the particular slice of melon which 
England intends to appropriate. Brit- 
ish gold will also be a factor in this 
scheme. A telegram from London to- 
day stating that Admiral Seymour 
had been authorized to lend the Vice- 
roy of Shanghai £75,000 at 4% per 
cent. shows there will be a financial 
as well as a military reason for hold- 
ing on this important position under 
, iea that the monetary stake is in 
the hands of that particular Viceroy. 

“A large portion of the India troops, 
now ostensibly on the way to Peking, 
are under orders to be landed at 
Shanghai. The vast importance of the 
Yang Tse Valley sphere of influencg, 
in which Shanghai and Nanking are 
located, will be tmmensely increased 
when the old proposition to remove 
the capital of China from Peking to 
the ancient capitel, Nanking, is again 
revived, as it will be, and doubtless 
this time with success.

‘STORY OF HIS ROADS. 


How Huntington Built the 
Central Pacilie. 


Despite All Obstacles He Accomplished 
Great Undertakings. 


One of the early California pioneers 
was a young civil engineer upon whom 
the “Forty-niners” looked with amuge- 
ment as a dreamer of dreams. He 
thought he could bulld a railroad over 
the mountains to the Kast. His name 
was Theodore D. Judah, and he found 
encouragement at last from four Sac- 
ramento merchants. One of them was 
a Connecticut Yankee who rather 
thought there was something in this 
railroad business. This Yankee was 
then running a hardware store in Sac- 
ramento, but he was destined to be- 
come a great rallroad magnate. His 
name was Collis P. Huntington. 
Huntington felt a friendly interest in 
Judah to begin with because they were 
from the same State. There was an- 
other hardware man who believed in 
Judah and his great scheme. This 
was Mark Hovkins. Then there was a 
dry-goode merchant named 
Charles Crocker and a grocer, Leland 
Stanford. They all believed there was 
something in it. | 
‘Judah had been to Washington, but 
could not get Congress sufficiently in- 
terested or could not override the op- 
position. At any rate, these four lit- 
tle merchants had to get their shoul- 
ders to the wheel and start the thing 
going. 

They hadn’t much money. Oh, such 
a little bit of money to start a rail 
read with! 

Still they were not dismayed, and 
with such means as they had, sent 
Judah back to peek around for a loop- 
hole through the mountains. Engi- 
neers who came years afterward 
learned how well the brilliant young” 
fellow did his work.

FLURRY IN LONDOWY MARKET. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, Aug. 4.—{By Atlontic 
Cable.] Long obituary articles giving 
varied accounts of the career of (>l- 
lis P. Huntington appear in the morn- 
ing papers. When the news of his

Stanford, the grocer; the vice-presi- 
dent, Huntington, the hardware mer- 


chant; the treasurer, Hopkins, the 


herdware man. James Bailey, a jew- 
eler of Sacramepto, was the secretary, 
and Judah, chief engineer. Charies 
Crocker became one 
the concern. 

The capital stock was $8,500,000, di- 
vided into shares of $100 each. 

Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins, Ju- 
doh and Crocker each took 156 shares, 
The subscribers had to pay up $10 a 
share, and this was used as a workin 
fund. Others people hed subscri 
about as much as those named, but in 
time nearly all of them dropped out, ex- 
cept Edwin B. Crocker. 

In October of this same year Judah 
was sent back to Washington again 
to see what could be done with Con- 
gress. It happened that he went back 
with Aoron A. Sergent, a Congressman 
from California, who happened later .to 
be put on the Pacific Railroad Commit- 
tee, to fill a vacancy. Judah told him 
all about his dream of a transconti- 
nenta] line. 

The result of it was that a new bill 
came before Congress, made of some 
of the best features of former trans- 
continental bills. It provided for the 
construction of two roads, or a west 
ond enst end of transcontinenta) 
line. Judah had met in New York 
United States Senator James A. Mce- 
Dougall and had interested him in the 
pian; so in 1862 there was passed an 
act “to ald in the construction of a 
railroad and telegraph line from Mis- 
rourt River to the Pacific Ocean and 
to secure to the government the use 
of the same -for postal and military 
and other purposes.” 

It was provided thot the Central Pa- 
cific might construct its line from the 
Pacific Coast or Sacramento River to 
the eastern boundary of California on 
the same terms, practically, on which 
the eastern end, to be known as the 
Union Pacific was to be biult. 

Ground was broken for the Central 
Pacific in Sacramerto at K and Front 
streets January 8, 19863. : 

Money was very scarce, and they had 
to have such a lot. Mr. Huntington 
was sent east to t to raise some 
there, and Stanford me the finan- 
cial agent of the struggling company 
on this Coast. Crocker became the 
superintendent of construction, and 
Hopkins the superintendent of sup- 

lies. 

P'Huntt on tn the Hast and Stan- 
ford in lifornia were both eston- 
ishingly successful in soliciting funds, 
and everything seemed to be at last 
going nicely, when the master spirit of 
the enterprise was taken a . Ju- 
dah, the engineer, died of fever in New 
York. 

ON HIS OWN RESOURCES. 

This left Mr. Huntington practically 
on his own resourcesin the Hast. But 
he needed no others. Withone master 
stroke in the spring of 1864 he swept 
the company up out of the wire. With 
the help of the Union Pacific people, 
Huntington got through Congress a 
bill granting important new conces- 
cessions which practically doubled the 
grants made by the act of 1862. 

By a bit of craft, the company was 
also helped financially. Congress had 
decreed that the st was to have 
a subsidy of $48,000 of United States 
bonds for 150 miles of road bullt east 
of the base of the Slerra Nevada 
Mountains. By reason of his unfa- 
miliarity with the country, President 
Lincoln was persuaded to locate the 
base at an almost imperceptible rise 
seven miles north. of Sacramento. 

With all of these things coming its 
way, the new ralflroad soon ceased to 
be a struggling c ration. It had 
plenty of money, a its stock was 
valuable. 

In 1866 the Southern Pacific began to 
cut a figure. It had been incorporated 
in ‘66 to run to Santa Clara, Monterey 
San Luis tae to Los Angeles and 
San Die-co. Yongress tn July, 1866, 
passed the act authorizing the con- 
struction of the Atlantic and Pacific,

gigantic absorptions which gained for 
his road ite nickname. A_ratiroad 


known as ¢he California Pacific had 
been formed to connect San Francisco 
end Sacramento, from Vallejo by 
steamer and thence to Sacramento by 
rail. Huntington and his associates 
bought out the majority of the stock 
for $1,500,000 in bonds running twenty 
years at 6 per cent. Along with this 
road went several other projected con- 
cerns ot one swallow. Among these 
were the California Pacific Extension 
—_ the San Francisco and North Pa- 
cific. 

The Sacramento merchants and their 
little road now come to be known as 
“The Great Absorber” and “The Great 
Monopoly.” 

They had many bitter enemfes in 
their schemes. Among these were the 
Pacific Mail steomer people, the Cali- 
fornia Steam Navigostion Company, 
Wells, Fargo & Co. and the California 
Stage Company. All sorts of trouble 
was thrown in the way of the road 
getting into fan Froncisco—which is a 
story by iteelf. 

RACE FOR SUBSIDIES. 


Mr. Huntington’s last great feat in 
the building of the Central Pacific was 
in the race for subsidies with the Union 
Pacific when the roads came near the 
meeting place. 

The Union Pacific was actually grad- 
ing 220 miles west of Ogden, but had 
not completed some of the intermediate 
line when the Central Pacific men ap- 
pealed in dismay and alarm to Hunt- 
ington. He told them to go ahead and 
bulld the road without respect to the 
other road. He said the rest could be 
left to him. It was. Crocker had 10,000 
men at work and performed some of 
the most astonishing feats in the who'e 
history of railroad construction. One 
day he is said to have laid ten miles 
of track. The roads met and 

each other. 

After some dispute the meeting place 
was finally decided to be at Promon- 
tory Summit. Congress fixed the mat- 
ter of the share of subsidies by locating 
the common terminus “at or near Og- 
den,” the Union Pacific to bulld and 
the Central Pacific to pay for and own 
the road from the common terminus to 
Promontory Summit, where the rails

Hittell, the historian. in writing of 
this stroke on the part of Mr. Hunt- 
ington, “Like everything else 
acne by the Central Pacific Company 
in ‘the molding of legislation, the set- 
tlement of this controversy showed the 
management of a master hand.” 

“At or near Ogden” turned out to be 
five miles west of Ogden and the Cen- 
tral Pacific secured the advantage of 
running to the business center of Utah 
and the Salt Lake region. 

This was perhaps the greatest work 
of Huntington's life. Since then he 
bas been among the foremost of that 
distinctly American product, the raill- 
road magnate. 

At the time of the San Pedro Harbor 

contest one of the advocates of San Pe- 
dro said to the government board that 
“Collis P. Huntington is the peer of 
any business man in this country or 
any other.” 
In addition to this t undertak- 
ing, Huntington also planned and per- 
fected the whole California railroad 
system: bnilt an Atlantic system, 
which by the Southern Pacific and 
Chesa ke and Ohio railways formed 
a con nucgs line 4000 miles long, from 
Pan Fra , and developed 


water lines, including the route to 
China and Japan.

A DOMINATING CHARACTER. 
OTHER BITS OF BIOGRAPHY. 

(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES 1 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 14.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) For many years Hunt- 
ington was in material affairs the 
Gominating personality of the Pacific 
Coast. His life epitomized the devel- 
opment of California. Coming with the 
Argonauts in 1849, and always leading 
in the expansion of business, Hunting- 
ton exercised an influence more far- 
reaching than that of any other man. 
The history of California with the 
name of Huntington omitted would 
have been a totally different story. No 
man gained stronger friends and no 
man was so thoroughly hated and 
abused. He personified the Southern 
Pacific Company, and his was the head 
that was always aimed at whenever 
the ramifications of that great corpor- 
ation touched tender spots in private 
pockets. Huntington was a lover of 
“the strenuous life,” and was never so 
happy as when @¢mbrotied in the blood- 
less but terrific battles of business, 

Many stories ore told of Huntington's 
early life. It differed little from the 
lives of other poor boys who made 
their way in the world. He was poor, 


shrewd and saving. Habits of 


thrift clung to him through life; in- 


| 


it was often uncharitably said 
of him tn late years that his thrift had 
degenerated into par onjous a 
While he made it a rule never to give 
a dollar to a man for charity's sake, he 
found the way to give employment to 
hundreds of deserving men, @nd his 
contributions to worthy institutions 
gmounted to a large figure. His dom!- 
nating impulse was to create, to bulld 
and accumulate. 
that he will be remembered, not as a 
philanthropist nor a public man. 
Collis Potter Huntington was born 
October 22,.1821, at Harwinton, in 
Litchfield county, Ct, He came of good 
lineage, which counts among its noted 
men Samuel Huntington, who was ono 
of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, president of the Conti- 
nental Congress and Governor’ and 
Chief Justice of Connecticut, and also 
Bishop F. D. Huntington, and a mod- 
erately celebrated painter, Danie! 
Huntington. P. Huntington's 
father, however, added nothing par- 
ticular to the luster of the name, be- 
ing a farmer and small manufacturer, 
a man of honest, prudent character, 
but who never attained wealth, He 
labored, too, under the burden of a 
large family, having nine children, of 
whom Collis was the fifth. 
After the usual fashion of New Eng- 
land, all the children divided their

Thid request was made because of an- 
other New England custom for boys to 
serve their parents untill they were of 
age, this service entitling them to 
maintenance, His father consented, 
and Collis, deciding to begin life as a 
peddier, went to New York, being then 
but 15 years of age, and with the in- 
dorsement of a neighbor, who agreed 
to take up all of the lad’s notes, se- 
cured a small stock of goods. 

Beginning in this small way, the 
young man soon extended his business, 
and before he was 24, had traveled over 
a considerable portion of the Western 
and Southern States. He then took 
an elder brother as partner, and set- 
tled at Oneonta, Oswego county, N. 
Y., a8 a country merchant. 

Soon after, in September, 1844, he had 
got on sufficiently well in business tc 
think of taking to himself a wife, and 
married Miss Elizabeth Stoddard, who 
came from Hutington’s native county, 
and who was a lady of good family 
and possessed of much courage and de- 
votion. 

Huntington had been actively en- 
gaged in business for ten or twelve 
years when gold discoveries of Cali- 
fornia attracted him there.- Arriving 
at San Francisco he saw at once that 
this city, then the rendezvous of idlers, 
was not the place for him, and on the 
very morning of his arrival, after tak- 
ing a frugal breakfast, he hunted up 
a vessel going to Sacramento.

American Government Does 
Not Want Territory. 


High Official Says Guilty Ones Will Be 
Punished. |

That Slovensky’s first visit to Maines 
was for the purpose of demanding an 
explanation of a letter which Maines 
had written Mrs. Slovensky at Avalon 


| (a fac simile copy of which is produced 


herewith.) At that time Slovensky did 
not know the whodle truth and believed 
his wife guilty of having consented to 
Maines’s alleged advances. 

That the second visit, when the al- 
leged blackmail wes attempted, was 
on Moaines’s own invitation, Maines 


having before then admitted to Slo- 
vensky something of his improper con- 
duct toward Mrs. Slovensky. 


That it was Maines’s own proposi- 


tion that he would deed to Mra. Slo-

MRS. SLOVENSKY'S STORY. 


As to the assault alleged to have been 
committed at the Garvanza Hotel last 
March, Mrs. Slovensky gave only her 
husband and the attorneys the full 
particulars. Her statement to them was 
that Maines had called at the hotel to 
fix certain bolts on doors; that he en- 


her that if she said nothing about the 
matter his conduct would be that of a 
gentieman, she having told him that if 
her husband knew of it there would 
a 


tragedy. 
Slovensky was of a very jealous na- 
ture. The first time he ever saw Maines 
was at Avaion, July 8, at the Sea Beach 
Hotel. Maines was there only for the 
day, and he saw Mr. and Mrs. Sloven- 
sky at lunch, but according to his 
sworn statement he did not think they 
saw him. About 2 p.m. on that day he 
went to the hotel and walked past 
Mrs. Slovensky's room, the door of 
which was open. He then walked 
back and stopped, when Mrs. Slovensky 
invited him in and introduced him to 
her husband: They had a short con- 
versation and Maines soon left. Slo- 


vensky has frequently asserted since. 


that he could not tell what caused him 
to be jealous, but that to him there was 
a certain manner about Maines, a look 
in his eyes, or he imagined there was, 
which he did not like, and he distrusted 
him. After he left he asked his wife 
how well she the man. Her an- 
swers were not to his liking, and he 
gave expression to language which in- 


} dicated his jealousy, though he said re- 


peatedly that he could not then tell 
what caused it. Subsequently he 
asked his little son if he knew Maines, 
and the boy replied that he did. In re- 
sponse to questions by the father the 
son told of one visit to the Garvanza 
Hotel by Maines, at which 
mained for a time in Mrs. Slovensky's 
room, the boy thought fixing a lock on 
the door. 

Shortly after Maines’s departure Mrs. 
Slovensky left the hotel with a lady 
friend and walked toward the bath- 
house. Near that plece Maines ac- 
costed her, and she then told him 
briefly of her husband's ‘jealousy and 
told him not to talk to her, saying she 
would write to him telling him about 
it. He left and she did write, and the 
letter she sent him was presented in 
court as evidence. She told him tn that

an hour before he took his life. and 
that was tender and dramatic. She was 
going to the offices of her attorneys 
before going to court, and he started 
with her to take the car at the corner 
of Fifth and Broadway.

They 
stopped for a moment on the sidewalk, 
and he stooped and tenderly kissed

“Lebe wohl.” ©, expecting to sce 
him within a few minutes, either at the 
courtroom or at the offices of their at- 
torneys, replied as cheerfully as possi- 
ble: “Auf wiedersehen.”’ n they 
parted, and the next she heard of him 
was when the messeriger entered the 
courtroom and somewhat bluntly an- 
that Slovensky had killed him- 
self. 

Had John Slovensky lived one day 
longer he t be alive today. He 
took his life just at the time when 
the worst of the prosecution’s case hada 
been presented; before any opportunity 
had been afforded his attorneys to 
cross-examine the prosecuting witness 
and before the defense had had an op- 
portunity to present one particle of 
ite evidence. The full extent of that 
defense may never be known, for there 
are many little points bearing upon 
this most peculiar case which would 
have been brought out In evidence, but 
which, now that the criminal case has 
been disposed of, will never be known. 
That there whs a defense is certain.

WHY MAINES WROTE. 

With? only partial information, but 
with the letter, which he made her con- 
fess was from Maines, Slovensky re- 
turned to this city and first went to 
Mrs. Maines with the letter. Later -he 
visited both. The particulars of his 
first visit have been told by Maines 
and by his -wife. Slovensky always 
contended that on that occasion Maines 
told him to bring his wife with him, 
and he would explain and settle the 
whole matter. In his deposition refer- 
ring to the letter Maines gives the 
following reason for having written it. 
He said, under oath: 3 

“She wrote me this letter (referring 
to the one he had received from Ava- 
lon,) as a third party, as though (his 
woman was a third party speakirg in 
that manner. Then she didn’t explain— 
didn’t explain then why he was so aw- 
fully jealous. I was very anxious about 
it. IT answered this letter. I answered it, 
wrote it as an old lady. Why I did 
this was iccause if he was jealous I 
didn’t want to arouse his suspicions 
ani cause trouble.”

CHARTER FRAMERS’ WORK. 


CIVIL SERVICE DISCUSSED AT 
LAST NIGHT'S MEETING. 


Civil service was the chief topic of 
discussion at the meeting of the Board 
of Freeholders at the City Council 
chamber last evening. Most of the 
members seemed to be tn favor of the 
merit system, but there were those 
who expressed the opinion that the civil 
service measures were, in part, a cause 
for the defeat of the charter which 
went before the people in 


. P. Conrey, chairman of the Com- 


mittee on Legislation, was the first 
member to suggest civil service. Gen. 
John R. Mathews spoke of the merit 
system in the Postoffice Depertment, 
with which he had considerable expe- 
rience while in charge of the local 
postoffice. Most of the members agreed 
with him in theory, but there was 
doubt expressed that the system was 
practical for the municipal govern- 
ment. 

Members of several of the commit- 
tees were unable to report progress, 
because as yet no general outlines of 
a policy have been adopted by the 
board. It was ordered that the next 
meeting of the board, Friday evening, 
be devoted extensively to an exchange 
of ideas as to the proper number of 
wards for the city and the number of 
Counciimen to be elected. 

Chairman A. W. Hutton of the Ju- 
dicilary Committee presented a report 
relative to how far the law of the State 
will be in effect respect! municipal 
affairs, on topics not s fically pro- 
vided for by the charter and on how 
comprehensive the provisions of the 
new charter. should be. 

After reviewing the State law on 
the subject and specifying what fea- 
tures should be touched in the proposed 
instrument, such as police and fire 
commissions, courts and other munict- 
pal departments, the report stated that 
it was the opinion of the committee 
that as to the matters specifically men- 
tioned In the State law, the provisions 
of a freeholders’ charter, regularly 
adopted, supersede.and control general 
laws of the State, but it is clear that 
if as to eny matter such charter Is s!- 
lent, then the general laws of the State 
would apply to such city. 

In closing the report recommended 
that the charter should be as specific 
as possible, thereby avoiding a most 
prolifie cause of Mitigation. 

The Room Committee reported that 
offiees hed been secured for the secre- 
tary of the board, and for committee 
meetings In the Copp building, No. 218 
South Broadway, and the report was 
approved.

Alonso 
Cano is rated among the greatest ar- 
tists that Spain has produced. He was 
eminent as architect, sculptor and 
painter, and has been called the Span- 
ish Michael Angelo. He was court 
painter to Philip IV. Cano is fairly 
represented in the Madrid Museum by 
a painting of the Virgin worshipi 
her Son and a “Dead Christ Mourne 
by the Angels,” but his masterpiece is 
in Granada. Like Ribera, Cano had 
the reputation of pateag out of the 
way persons whom he found incon- 
venient. He was charged with murde:- 
ing his wife, but after being tortured 
for the purpose of extorting an avowal 
of his guilt he was acquitted. Cano 
shared the national taste for san- 
guinary pictures, which he executed 
with great skill. Death In its various 
forms, wounds, torture and martyr- 
doms have ever exercised @ morbid 
fascination over the minds of the 
Spanish painters, who might well be 
called the knights of death. 

There is a phenomenal repretenta- 
tion of the Italian school of painting 
in the Medrid gallery. The Venetians 
lead. Think of forty-three intings 
by Titian, thirty-four by Tintoretto, 
twenty-five by aul Veronese and a 
generous number by Sebastian de! 
Piombo. Malombra and Tiepolo. Of 
the canvases by the immorta) Titian 
may be mentioned specially his famous 
equestrian portrait of Charles V, his 
“Fame.” his “Salome,” “Venus and 
Adonis.” “The Victory of Lepanto,” 
“The Virgin of Sorrows,” his “Portrait 
of Philip II.” and other unsurpassed 
portraits. In the salon of the Queen 
Isabe] hangs his “Tribute to the God- 
dess of Love,” ‘which is remarkable for 
its crowd of hilarious and lovely nude 
infants, fat, rosy and happy. The 
Florentine schoo! is excellently repre- 


the foremost exponents of the Catholic 
ideals of the Mother of God, the Infant 
Christ and the saints. No doubt he 
conformed to many of the stereotyped 
formulae laid down for religious paint- 
ers by the priesthood, but there is 
enough of the essence of universal re- 
ligious sentiment in his work to make 
it immortal, as wide and deep.and high 
in its appeal as the spirit of Christian- 
ity itself, which is not to be confined 
within the boundaries of any sect. 

Of the other Spanish painters whose 
works abound in the Madrid galleries 
the most eminent are Ribera 
Cano, Joanes, Zurbaran, 
tolinéz, Mazo, Tobar and J Leon- 
ardo. The earliest of these painters 
was Juan de Joanes (Vincente Macip,) 
a very interesting religious painter of 
the sixteenth century. His “Visitation,” 
“Holy Savior,” “High Priest Aaron,” 
“Melchisedek,” “Lord's Supper” and 
“Life of St. Stephen’ illustrate the 
severity, sobriety, gravity and solem- 
nity of the Spanish point ef view and 
the academic realism of the old Spanish 
style of dra temanship, which ex- 
tenuated nothing and set down every- 
thing in deadly earnest. In Ribera 
this co lentious of description 
and this seriousness of sentiment which 
has invariably set the Spanish school 
of painting apart became intensified 
until it reached a nightmare pitch of 
gioom and horror. Ribera is probably 
the most Spanish of all the eld Spanish 
painters; the national traits are even 
exaggerated in him and his pictures. 
As I wrote in a book gn Spain pub- 
lished in 1883, he was isposed to 
take the tragic view, and liked to de- 
pict such episodes and subjects as the 
flaying of St. Bartholomew, Ixion on 
the wheel, etc. Some of his works are 
unutterably gloomy and dark, both in 
color and motive. In his “Prometheus” 
he shows you the blood and intestines 
of the victim, nted with revolting 
fidelity. His “Jacob's Ladder,” in the 
salon of the Queen Isabel, is considered 
his greatest work, and it is, in fact, re- 
markable in expressional power. But 
the most ive example of this 
master, who was said to employ every 
means to crush out his rivals, not hes- 
itating at murder, !s a representation 
of the “Holy Trinity.” A beautiful and 
venerable head is that of the Father, 
and the drawing of the figure of the 
crucified Son is masterly. But Goya 
even surpassed Ribera in his realistic 
descriptions of horrible events and 
scenes. His works form a complete ex- 
position of thé strangely picturesque 
manners and customs of the Spaniards 
of his day. He painted with any tool 
that served his purpose—sponges, 
sticks, brooms or knives-—and his 
“Second of May,” which represents 
French soldiers massacring the —— 
ish civilians, is said to have n 
blocked in with a spoon. Goya was an 
accomplished and keen satirist, and he 
caricatured the vices of the court and 
the convents with extraordinary force 
and spirit. His ideal designs are like 
nightmare fancies—hideous and haunt- 
ing. His pictures of bull fights are nu- 
merous, and these are mar by a 
weird compound of realism and imag- 
inative conceits. An erratic cynicism 
pervaded all his works, which exercise 
a certain m fascination over the 
mind of the spectator. He painted 
portraite very well, and his equestrian 
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portraits of Charies IV and his Queen 
are especially admira A portrait 


sented by works from the of 
Leonardo da Vinci, whose “ rait of 
Mona Lisa” is a replica of the famous 
portrait in the Louvre; Michael An- 
gelo, Andrea del Sarto, Salviati and 
Carducci. The Roman school is ex- 
alted by the presence of three portraits 
and seven other paintings by Raphael, 
including the picture of the holy fam- 
lly known as “The Pear!l,” because 
when Philip IV bought it he remarked 
that it would be the pearl of the col- 
lection. This work wag formerly owned 
by Charles I of England, and was sold 
under the protectorate for $10,000. Then 
there is the same master’s “Spasimo di 
Sicilia,” depicting Christ succumbing 
under the weight of the cross and sus- 
tained by Simon, a work of great rep- 
utation; the “Visitation,” the Madon- 
nas of the Fish and Rose, ajready men- 
tioned; the Holy Family of the Lamb, 
and the portrait of the Cardinal Jultus 
de Medici, Parma, Bologna and Naples 
are respectively represented by the 
works of Correggio, Guido, Domen!- 
chino, Guercine, Albano, the Caraccl, 
Salvador Rosa, Luca Glordano et al. 

In the national picture gallery of 
Spain one expects to find a remarkable 
collection of Dutch and Flemish works, 
and no serious disappointment awaits 
the visitor in these departments. Pro- 
lific as Rubens was, there are few Eu- 
ropean museums which can exhibit 
sixty-six better examples of h‘'s work. 
This splendid painter's group comprises 
among ite most brilliant eces an 
“Adoration of the Magi,” a “Dance of 
Peasants,” an equestrian portrait of 
Philip Il, a portrait of Thomas Morus, 
“Rudolph of Hapsburg and his Equer- 
ry.” “The Garden of Love,” “Nymphs 
and Satyrs,”’ 
“The Three Graces,” 
ty-two works by Van. Dyc mention 
may be made of a “Crown of Thorns,” 
“Jesus in the Garden of Olives,” and 
the portraits of Liberti, count of Bris- 
tol, duchess of Oxford, ete. Teniers 
and Breughel appear to have been spe- 
cial favorites in the view of the royal 
patrons of art who formed the collec- 
tion. There are a few examples of 
Rembrandt, Jordaens, Bosch and 
Wouvermans, but the absence of sev- 
eral first-rate names is noticeable. 

In the French room there is not much 
that is remarkable. Good cimens 
of Pouss'n, Claude, David, atteau, 
Ingres, Largilliere, are to be seen, but 
as many great names are missing. Of 
Poussins there are twenty, and of 
Claudes ten. A very just idea of the 
qualities and limitations of these two 
important classical landscapists may 
be gained from this group of their 
work. Some of the Poussins are of the 
very first order of excellence, and the 
noble character of his design, the sub- 
limity of his sentiment, cannot fall to 
be felt and appreciated, even in thos: 
canvases which heve suff the most 
from the raveges of time. See

nants.” This is entirely true, and any 
one who attempts to designate it by a 
particular neme, such as a lease or 
mortgege, and to rigidly apply the ordi- 
nary features of such instruments to 
its provisions, will wholly fall to give 
its true interpretation. A bare perusal 
of the instrument plainly shows that it 
is a contract with many different cove- 
nants on the pert of both parttes to it. 
It would not have been a difficult mat- 
ter to have made its language clearer 
and more concise. In several instances 
inapt words and expressions are used. 
For example, it provides for the “re- 
turn” of the waterworks to the city 
upon the expiration of the thirty 
years, and the making of the payment 
for the improvements. which word— 
“return” —has much commented 
on by counsel for the city as showing 
that the instrument should be treated 
as a lease. But. as was well said by 
counsel for the complainant, the city, 
so far as oppears, has never been in 
possession of any part of the present 
works. No one can be properly said to 
a thing never In his posses- 
sion. The contract itself cequired the 
absolute demolition of what little there 
was of the old works,’ and the con- 
struction of an entirely new plant by 
the comploinant and Its predecessors. 
In Speed ve. Railroad Company, 86 | 
Fed. Rep., 237, (tt was said: “It may 
be regarded nas the recognized rule that 
in the exposition of grants and con- 
tracts the construction should be upon 
the view of the attitude of the persons 
making it end upon a comparison of 
every part of the entire instrument: so 
that. while endeavoring to give every 
substantive part operative effect. also 
to give it a practical rather than a 
theoretical application. And when the 
intention fs apparent, withovt repug- 
nance to the settled rules of law, It 
willl control the technical terms: for 
the Intention and not the words ts the 
sense of any agreement, and this will 
prevall regardiess of inapt expressions 
or careless recitations.” See nlso 
Southwest Mise«ourl Light Co. vs. City 
of Joplin, 101 Fed.

of the city of the right to regulate the 
rates to be charged by the parties of 
the second part, their heirs, executors 
and assigns, “Previded that they shall 
not so reduce such water rates or so 
fix the price thereof to be less than 
those now charged by the parties of 
the second part for water.” The con- 
tract contained the further covenant 
and agreement on the part of the city 
to pay to the parties of the second 
part, their heirs; executors, adminis- 
trators or assigns, at the expiration of 
the period of 30 years from the execu- 
tion of the instrument, the value of the 
improvements made in, about and upon 
the waterworks in pursuance of the 
contract. the amount thereof to be as- 
certained, in the event the parties 
could not agree, by arbitration, each 
party to choose one man and the two 
thus chosen to select a third, to deter- 
mine the value, and the judgment of 
the three men so selected to be final in 
the premises. 


DISPOSED OF. 

The contention on the part of the 
city that the grant of the right to take 
water from the Los Angeles River was 
limited to ten inches measured under 
4-inch pressure was disposed of by the 
Supreme Court of Catifortita; by Judge 
Weliborn, and by the Supreme Court 
of the United States adversely to the 
contention In the cases already re- 
ferred to—the Supreme Court of the 
State saying: ‘““The words of the con- 
tract on this subject are simply that 
the company shall not take from the 
river ‘more than ten ‘inches of water 
without the previous consent’ of the 
city; there is nothing in the contract 
about ‘four-inch pressure,’ nor is there 
any intimation as to what the parties 
meant by ‘ten inches’ of water. But, 
looking at the context and the subject 
matter of the contract, It is quite evi- 
dent that the parties did not mean 
only ten Inches under a four-inch pres- 
sure. If that had been the meaning 
there would have been no sense in the 
other important covenants. At the 
time of the contract it would have 
taken many times ten inches under a 
four-inch preagyre to furnish water for 
domestic purpost? to even the few . 
thousand people who were then inhab- | 
itants of the city; and much more 
than that amount was necesesery to 
supply free water under contract: and 
a solemn covenant to supply a grow- 
ing city with sufficient water for do- 
mestic and municipal purposes for 
thirty years, from a fow of ten inches 
under a four-inch pressure, would have 
n absurd. The company immedi- 
ately after the date of the contract, 
commenced to use anh amount of water 
greatly in excess of ten inches under a 
four-inch pressure; goon after the ex- 
ecution of the contract the company 
was using three hundred inches under 
a four-inch pressure, and from that to 
the present time they nave been using, 
with the knowledge and consent of the 
city, from there hunéred to seven hun- 
dred inches so measured. Therefore. 
whatever (if anything) was meant by 
the simple words, ‘ten inches,’ the con- 
tract was immediately, and has been 
continuously, construed by the action 
of the parties as meaning more than 
ten inches measured under a four-inch 
pressure. 

“There is no pretense that the’ city 
ever objected to the use of this water 
by the water company unt!! 1896, when 
an ordinance was pzssed by the city 
government undertaking to withdraw

Was passed seriously; for if the water 
company had been prevented from tak- 
ing from the river at that time 
more than ten inches of water 
under a four-inch pressure, there 
certainly would have been a 
water famine in the city, for the city 
had no works of its own, and no meais 
whatever for supp'ying water for elthcr 
domestic or municipal purposes. But 
the city, having allowed the water 
company for nearly thirty years to di- 
vert the quantity of water above men- 
tioned, and to expend vast sums of 
money upon the faith of a continuance 
of the right to take said water, could 
not withdraw its consent within the 
period of the contract.” Los Angeles 
vs. L. A. City W. Co., 124 Cal. 878. 
CITY HASN’T PAID. 

The case as now presented shows 
that, notwithstanding the expiration of 
the thirty-year period mentioned tn the 
contract, the city has not paid or ten- 
dered to the complainant company the 
value of the improvements made in, 
about and upon the waterworks in pur- 
suance of the contract, nor have the 
respective parties been able to rgree 
upon the value of such improvements. 
And the bill shows that, although three 
arbitrators have been appointed, as 
provided by the contract, for the pur- 
— of ascertaining that value, they 

ve been unable to agree upon the 
proper amount. Nevertheless, the city 
insists that the complainant is = «till 
bound by all the obligations imposed 
on it by the contract, and the com- 
piainant so admits. The city still in- 
sists upon the complainant extending 
its lines of pipe as the needs of the 
city and its inhabitants require, and 
the keeping In repair those already in 
existence; upom its erection of add!- 
tienal fire hydrants: upon the furnish- 
ing of the city by the complainant with 
water for the various municipal uses 
free of charge, and the furnishing of 
its inhabitants with water for domestic 
purposes, as provided itn the contract; 
and the company admits fts obligation 
to do so thereunder and has continued 
to perform those obligations ever since 
the expiration of the thirty-year period. 
Yet the astonishing claim is now and 
here made on the part of the city that 
all of its grants and covenants, made 
in consideration of the performance 
those obligations by the complainan 
and its predecessors, ceased with the 
82nd day of July, 1898, (with the excep- 
tion of its agreement to pay the value 
of the imprqgvements made to the prop- 
erty.) notwithstanding the fact that it 
has not paid ner tendered to the com- 
plainant the value of those improve- 
ments. It ought not to be necessary to 
cite decisions to show that this con- 
tention is wholly without merit. It fs a 
self-evident proposition that it takes at 
least two parties to make a contract, 
and it is equally plain that as long as 
it exists at all, all parties are bound 
by its previsions. The fact that one of 
them is a municipal corporation in no 
manner alters the case. In Meyer vs. 
Brown, 65 Cal. 689, the court said: 
“It is well occasionally to recall 
fact that there is no more reason to 
permit a municipal government to re- 
pudiate its solemn obligations entered 
into for value, than there is to permit 
an individual to do so. Good faith and 
fair dealing should be exacted of the 
one equally with the other.” also 
Zabriskie vs. Raliroad Co., How. 
400; Walla Walla vs. Walla Walla W. 
Co., 173 U. 8 1; Hh Trust & Sav

Bettled by the Supreme Court of the 
State tn the sult between the complain- 
ant and the city that the company is 
not bound to surrender the property in 
question until it paid for the 
provements, but is entitied, until pay; 
ment is made or tendered, to remain if 
the exclusive possession thereof, not- 
withstanding the expiration of the 
thirty-year period. This, of course, can 
only be because the contract secures it 
in that right. 
KANSAS CITY CASE. 

A similar ruling was made by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Eighth 
Circult In a case quite similar to the 
one, National Water- 

rks Co. va. nsas City, reported in 
62 Fed. Rep. 853. There a contract ha 
been entered into between the water 
company and the city by virtue or an 
ordinance adopted by the city pursuant 
to a@n act of the Legislature of the 
State, which, among other things, em- 
powered the city to grant to any per- 
SOn OF persons or any corporation the 
right to erect and operate water- 
works described in the act, and to ac- 
complish that purpose on such terms 
and conditions as might be agreea on 
in a contract therefor, with certain pro- 
visions in respect to the approval of 
the ordinance by two-thirds of the 
qualified electors of the city and with 
the provision that “No grant so made 
shall confer the right to operate the 
waterworks for any period beyond 20 
years from the time of approval of 
the ordinance as aforesaid; but the 
grant may be renewed by or pursuant 
to ordinance approved as aforesaid

Walla empowered it to provide a suffi- 
clent supply of water and to erect and 
maintain waterworks within or with- 
out the city limits, or to authorize the 
erection of the same, for the purpose 
of furnishing the city or the inhab- 
itante thereof with a sufficient supply 


of water, and also to grant the right 


to use the streets of the city 
for the purpose of tiaying gas 
and other pipes intended to 


furnish the inhabitants thereof with 
light or water, to any person or as6o- 
ciation of persons for a term not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five years, provided that 
none of the rights or privileges thereby 
granted should be exclusive nor pre- 
vent the Council from granting the 
same rgghts to others. The city was 
also by its charter empowered to con- 
demn and appropriate so much private 
property as should be necessary for the 
construction and operation of such 
waterworks, and to purchase or con- 
demn waterworks already erected or 
which might be erected. Under that 
statute the city by ordinance granted 
to the water company the right to lay 
and maintain water mains, etc., for 
twenty-five years, reserving to itself 
the right to maintain fire hydrants and 
to flush sewers during the term with- 
out charge. It also covenanted not to 
erect waterworks of its own during the 
life of the contract. The contract fur- 
ther provided that it should be void- 
able by the city so far as it required 
the payment of money upon the judg- 
ment of a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion when there should be a substan- 
tial failure of the supply of water, or 
failure of the company to perform its 
undertaking. The works were erected 
pursuant to the provisions of the con- 
tract, and the company for a number 
of years supplied the requisite water 
and performed its part of the agree- 
ment. Then the city passed an ordi- 
nance te construct its own system of 
waterworks. and to issue bonds there- 
for, when the water company filed a 
bill to enjoin the city from so doing. 
The court below granted the injunc- 
tion, and the Supreme Court affirmed 
its judgment, saying in its opinion, 
among other things: “Nor da we think 
the contract objectionable in its stipu- 
lation that the city would not erect 
waterworks of its own during the life 
of the contract. There was no attempt 
made to creat a monopoly by grantin 

an exclusive righf to this company, an 

the. agreement that the city would not 
erect waterworks of its own was ac- 
companied. in’ section 8 of the con- 
tract. with a reservation of a right to 
take, condemn and pay for the water- 
works of the company at any time dur- 
ing the existence of the contract. Tak- 
ing sections 7 and 8 together, they 
amount simply to this: That if the 
eity should desire to establish water- 
works of its own, it would do so by 
condemning the property of tRe com- 
pany and making such changes in its 
plant, or such additions thereto as it 
might deem desirable for the better 
supplying of its inhabitants; but that 
it would not enter into a direct com- 
petition with the company during the 
life of the contract. As such competi- 
tion would be almost necessarily ruin- 
ous to the company, it was little more 
than an agreement that the city would 
carry out the contract in good faith. 
An agreement of this kind was a nat- 
ural incident to the main purpose of 
the contract, to the power given to 
the city by its charter to provide a suf- 
ficient supply of water and to grant the 
right to use the streets of the city for 
the purpose of laying water pipes to 
any persons or association of persons 
for a term not exceeding twenty-five 
years.

NO GROUND, 

I am unable to see the slightest 
ground for the contention on the part 
of the city that it is not ag much bound 
by the terms and provisions of the con- 
tract in question as is the complainant 
company, and it seems very clear to 
me that the continued right and obli- 
gation on the part of the complainant 
to operate the works under the con- 
tract is necessarily accompanied by the 
right to collect and appropriate to its 
own use the water rates therein pro- 
vided for; for the right to collect and 
appropriate those rates was the princi- 
pal consideration that moved the com- 


plainant and its predecessors to enter 


into the contract, to construct the 
works and to carry on the. business. 
And that such was the view of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Eighth 
Circuit In National Waterworks Co. v8. 
Kansas City, supra, is clear not only 
from¥its opinion in the case, but from 
the judgment that it drafted and di- 
rected to be entered by the lower court. 
The defendant city has it in its power 
to put an end to all the rights and obii- 
gations arising under the contract by 
paying or tendering to the complainant 
company the value of the improve- 
ments made in, about and upon the 
waterworks as therein provided for. It 
can do this at any moment that it fs 
ready to make the payment, after the 
amount has beeh agre upon or has 
been otherwise determined. Until it 
does s0, or offers to do so, all of the 
covenants and provisions of the con- 
tract continue, including that prohibit- 
ing the city from establishing lower 
rates then those charged at the time of 
the execution of the contract. If these 
views be correct, it necessarily results 
from the determination of the Supreme 
Court In the former suit between the 
compl.inant and the defendant. city re- 
garding the ordinance of ruary, 
1897, that the similar ordinance ‘now in 
question is, as respects the in- 
ant, invalid, And if so, is it not plain 
that a court of equity only can decree 
it yoid and that a court of equity only 
is capable of affording the complainant 
the incidental relief to which it is, In 
that event, entitled? If the ordinance 
be vold and the defendant city, not- 
withstanding, threatens to, and, unless 
restrained by the court, will proceed to 
enforce its penal provisions, including 
those contained in it and tn the consti- 
tution and etatuté of California, for the 
forfeiture to the city of the waterworks 
in question, should the comptainant 
charge other rates than those therein 
prescribed, and dispossess the 
complainant of the property, nothing 
can be plainer than that a court of 
equity ought to restrain the city: and 
its power to do so is quite as clear.
